But the Son of the Late~ President

| Indianapolis, Ind., September 22.—The 
differences that have existed between high 
Te of the Spanish-American war 
veterdns culminated at the second session 
of the encampment this afternoon in @ 
sensational incident. 

During the course of a discussion in va- 
lidity of certain records of the last en- 
campment, Adjutant General Liller, who 
Was removed from office Sunday night, 
gave Colonel Russell B. Harrison the lie 
direct. The latter made a dash for the 
deposed official, but was caught and neld 
by Colone) E. R. Hutchins, of Iowa, and 
Dan 8S. Sauer, of Louisville. Adjutant 
General Liller was reading the minutes of 
the Buffalo meeting. All through the rec- 
ords Colonel Harrison was studiously 
referred to as “Mr.’’ Harrison. 

This angered the majority of the deie- 
gates, as the laws of the order expressly 
state that all members of the body shall 
be referred to as ‘‘comrades.’’ The en- 
campment by this time was in an excited 
condition: Above the noise a delegate 
moved tnat the minutes of the last en- 
campment be amended so as to eliminate 
the word of “Mr.”’ before Colonel Harri- 
pon’s name and that the word ‘‘comrade” 
be substituted. This motion was carried 
by acclamation. 

Calls Harrison a Liar. 

At the last encampment Colonel Harri- 
yon was appointed chairman of the au- 
diting committee to go over the accounts 
of Adjutant General Liller, and after the 
latter had finished reading: them he arose 
and said that the minutes of. the last 
meeting had been so changed tnat he was 
unable as chairman of the committee to 
proceed under the resolution. 

Adjutant General Liller arose and ex- 
claimed: 

“Do you mean to say that I falsified the 
record?” 

Coionel Harrison: 
and nothing more.”’ 

“You are a liar,”’ exclaimed Liller. 

Colonel Harrison jumped from his seat 
and made a dash toward the deposed ad- 
utant general. He had not gone 3 feet 

fore he was grabbed by Colonel Hutch- 
ins and Mr. Sauer. 

A moment after Mr. Liller called Colo- 
mel Harrison a liar, Charles Madden, of 
this city, arose and, addressing Colonel 
Harrison's accuser, exclaimed: “rl 
smash your head.”’ 

Colone} Hutchins, addressing the chair 
and the encampment, said in a most dra- 
matic manner: 

“Gentlemen, let this trouble blow over. 
Tet us have peace. We are comrades— 
brothers; let us show it.’’ e 

Statement by Harrison. 

“Tt ig with much timiditv that I enter 
Into a Statement in regard to the work of 
Mr. Miller at the copvention at Buffalo. 
I was chairman of a committee to audit 
the accounts of the adjutant general. 
The reports of the adjutant general were 
in such an equivocal condition that I was 
unable to do much with them—in fact, 
their form made it necessary that they 
should *be examined by other commit- 
tees.’’ 

Acting Adjutant General Frank Clarke 
read an order directing Liller to appear 
before the council of administration, 
which, in war parlance, is known as a 
court martial, to answer certain serious 
charges that had been preferred against 
him. 

Liller arose in his seat and briefly de- 
clined to appear before the council: He 
gaid that the matter had been given such 
prominence that he had been placed in a 
bad light before the country, and in con- 
sequence had decided to settle the mat- 
ter in the courts. 

The military court or council of admin- 
fetration called to try ex-Adjutant Gen- 
eral Liller met tonight. The charges 
were read and it was found they had 
not been signed by the commander in 
chief. To repair thig techinca] fault in 
the proceedings the council adjourned to 
meet Wednesday morning at 8 o'clock.

Sharkey Held in $10,000 Bail for 
the Grand Jury. 

New York, September 22.—The inquiry 
into the death of the late Nicholas Fish. 
banker, clubman and son of Hamilton 
Fish, who was secretary of state in 
President Grant’s administration, began 
today before Coroner Jackson. Mrs. Lib- 
bie Phillips and Mrs. Nellie Casey, the 
two women who were with Mr. Fish 
on the afternoon of September 15, when 
the banker got into an altercation with 
Thomas Sharkey, a private detective. 
were on hand. 

An important witness, Mrs. Margaret 
Pickel, a sister of Mrs. Casey, wno Is 
said to have been in the company of 
Fish and the other two women at the 
time of the alleged assault, was also 
in court. Sharkey was also present. with 
counsel. The coroner's jury found that 
Nicholas Fish’s death was due to a fall 
caused by a blow struck by Thomas J.

CRIP OF LAW 
IS FASTENED 
ON MURDERER 


Grandson of Brigham Young, 
Who Killed Mrs, Pulitzer, Has 
Been Captured 


HE CONFESSES CRIME 
10 THE DETECTIVES 


In Young’s Trunk the Knife Was 
Found with Which Murder Was 
Committed and Also the 
Victim’s Blood-Stained 
Clothing. 


Derby, Conn., September 22.—Williiam 
Hooper Young, for whom the police of 
New York have been searcaing in con- 
nection with the murder of Mrs. Anna 
Nelson Pulitzer, has been found and is 
also said to have made a cuntession re- 
garding the killing of Mrs. Pulitzer. 

In the guise of a tramp he had been 
‘wandering about the country for several 
days, when he was arresied last evening 
by the deputy police on suspicion. Al- 
though his description corresponded clos »- 
ly with that sent out by the New York 
officers, the prisoner at first stoutly de- 
nied any connection with the murder, 
and even when he was confronted with a 
man who was formerly a fellow-work- 
man, he still denied his identity. But 
this evening, upon the arrival of a man 
with whom he was intimately acquaint- 
ed, the prisoner acknowledged that he is 
William Hooper Young. 

It was to Mac Levy, a physical culture 
and ° Detective: 


Sergeant Edward Hughes, of New York, 
that the prisoner admitted his identity. 
levy and the detective reached here at 
6.20 o'clock.and was conducted) at once 
to the prisoner's corridor in the jail. The 
stispected man, who up to this time had 
insisted that he was Beri Euwar.us, of 


cell and met Levy in the corridor. 

“Hello, Hooper,’ exclaimed Levy as 
soon as the prisoner appeared. There was 
uo response and no sign of recognition 
from the suspected man, but when Levy 
again saluted him he said calmly, ‘lI 
don’t Know you.”’ 

Aduuts His Identity. ° 

“Of course you Know me,’’ said Levy, 
ana placing his hand on the shoulder or 
the prisoner, he spoke in a low tone for 
several minutes. The prisoner said: 

‘You should be sure of your identifica- 
tion. This is a terrible ciime for which 
lam held.” 

Young was taken back to his cell andl 
tuld the reason for his arrest. The prison- 
er then for the first time admitted tnaac 
he was William Hooper Young. He ta.Kei 
with the officer regarding his return to 
New York and express.d a wiliingn: ss to 
go back at once without requisition 
papers. 

While Detective Sergeint Hughes was 
talking with Young an acquainiance of 
the latter, Dixie Anzer, of Hoboken, 
passed by the ce.] and looked in. <Anzer, 
who was fc.rmerly a business partner of 
Young, was somewhat :n goubt about the 
identification, but as he went by the 
prisoner raised his head and exclaimed, 
‘Hello, there's Anzer.’”’ While Levy’s 
identification of Young and the latter's 
own admission clearcd up all uncertainty 


the man they wanted. Detective Ser- 
geant Peter A. Finley, of New York, who 
reached here shortly before 3 o'clock, ac- 
companied by Gustave A. Ernest, of 
Brooklyn, was able, through Ernest, to 
establish the identity of the suspected 
man to his own satisfaction, but to make 
the identification complete the detective 
decided to have another acquaintance of 
Young confront the man and Levy was 
sent for. 

During the interview with the officers 
which followed Young’s admission of his 
identity, he is said to have made a con- 
fession regarding the crime. The exact 
nature of this confession was not made 
public tonight. It was said that Young 
had spoken of an accomplice, but one 
of the officers, when questioned about 
this, replied: 

“If you say simply that a confession 
has been made you will tell the whole 
story.”’ 

From another apparently reliable 
source, however, came the information 
that Young did say that he had an ac- 
complice. , 

Bloody Kniie Is Found. 

New York, September 22.—When the 
trunk of Willlam Hooper Young was 
opened at police headquarters today 
there were found in it a swordshaped 
stiletto, with a blade 8 inches long and 
an ivory handle 4 inches long; the half 
dozen mixed cakes which the woman 
left her apartments to buy; her set of 
false teeth, with one tooth missing; her 
skirts and underclothing; a switch of 
light colored hair; a pair of gloves; the 
missing bedclothing from Young’: 
apartments; Young's trousers, coat, vest 
and undershirt; some red pepper, and a 
newspaper clipping of September 10. 

As soon as the lid of the trunk was 
lifted, it could be seen that the inside 
was covered with blood. The knife, 
or stiletto, was about the first article 
lifted out. The blade was covered with 
blood its whole length. After that each 
article of clothing was lifted out and 
carefully examined. The woman's skirts, 
underclothes, a couple of handkerchiefs 
-and several.small pieces of rags were 
found to be saturated with blood, as 
was the bed clothing from Young's 
room. Young's trousers, which showed

RIOTING IN STRIKE REGION 


CAUSES CALL FOR TROOPS

Thirteenth Regiment Is Orderec 
Out To Neep the Peace 
at Scranton,

Wilkesbarre, Pa., September 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Scores of cases of violence and 
intimidation of an aggravated character 
occurred today in the entire length of 
the 150 miles of the strike region, and as 
a result two men are reported dying, 
dozens injured, and more under. arrest. 
A bridge was attacked for the third 
time in four days, and again destroyed 
and an express train was held up and 
searched by a committee of strikers. 

At 3. o'clock this n®rning the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Buffalo express was 
held up at the station in Mahoney City 
and twelve or fifteen strikers went 
through the train. They’ made every 
man who looked like a workman ex- 
plain his mission, where he was going 
and in some cases show papers to prove 
this, caused much excitement and when 
some of the men looked into the Pull- 
man to see if any were hiding, three or 
four women were badly frightened and 
screamed for help. The train was al- 
lowed to proceed after a thorough in- 
spection. 

The bridge at Silver creek, which was 
dynamited Thursday night, burned Fri- 
day night and has since then been un- 
der repair, was found this morning to 
have two of its spans sawed through ‘so 
that had a train been run on it it would 
have broken, under the weight. The tim- 
bers erected had to be replaced. 

The attacks which resulted in fatal 
injury occurred at Priceburg in the up- 
per end, and Centralia in the lower. At

DRAW PENSIONS

Roll Passes the Predictions 
of Those Opposing Pension 
Legislation, 


Washington, September 22.—(Special.)— 
The United States pension list has passed 
the 1,000,000 mark. The annual report of 
Commissioner Ware, which wifl be made 
public for the annual encampment of.the 
Grand Army of thé Republic, will show 
that at the end of the last fiscal year 
erded June 30 last the pension rolls lacked 
5o4 names of being 1,000,000, During July, 
however, 2,051 names were added to the 
list, bringing the total to 1,001,497. 

At the end of the last fiscal year the 
number on the rolls exceeded all pre- 
vious records, agd with the July addi- 
tion it has passed the predictions made 
by those who have opposed pension leg- 
islation. Pensions growing. out of the 
Spanish-American war have had a great 
deal to do with the Increase, although 
the number of actuaily pensioned is 
small in proportion to the entire num- 
ber of men-—something Tike 300,000—-who 


served in that war.

explosion at a coal shaft located at Staf- 
ford, this county, today.

New York, September 22.—The body of 
Mary Gruner, a dressmaker, 20 years 
old, was found in her room in West 
Forty-eighth street this afternoon. The 
woman's lower lip was badly 
The police thought the woman’s death 
required investigation and _ detectives 
were assigned to the case. Miss Gruner 
came to this city about ten days ago 
from Salt Lake City. In her room were 
dresses and jewelry to the value of 
about $1,000. 

Coroner Jackson, after a_ superficial 
examination of the body, said he tnought 
it probable, from its posifion when found 
and the condition of the mouth and 
tongue, that the woman had been sfran- 
gleq to death. On the mantel in the 
woman's room the coroner found a 
quantity of cigar ashes 
Further investigation into the death of 
Miss Gruner satisfies the police that it 
was due to natural causes, though of a 
somewhat pecullar nature. Their theory 
is that the young woman had received 
news that a love affair had ended un- 
happily for her,-and that in a violent 
fit of emotion she had burst a blood 
vessel.

Washington, September 22—The navy 


department is in receipt of the following 


cablegram from Commander McLean, of 
the cruiser Cincinnati, dated Colon, Sep- 
tember 20: 

“The United States guards and guar- 
antees traffic ove~- the 'ine of transit. 
Today I1 permitted the exchange of Co- 
lombtian troops from Panama to Colon, 
about 1,000 men cach way, the troops 
without arms. in train guarded by Amer- 
ican naval force in the same manner as 
other passengers, 2rms and ammunition 
in separate train, guarded also by naval 
force. in the same manner as. other 
freight.’’ 


Officials of the Colombian legation here 
predict that a storm of disapproval will 
arise in Colombia as a result of Com- 
mander McLean's action in disarming the 
Colombian troops before their passage 
across the isthmus. It is stated here that 
Colombia's agreement with the Panama 
Pacific Company specifically provides for 
the transportation of Colombian soldiery 
by the railway when occasions arise, and 
the commander's action is regarded at the 
legation here as a direct infringement of 
Colombia's sovereignty. over the isth- 
mus.

clusion of a banquet tendered him in 
Light, Guard armory by the Spanish war 
veterans, the opening of whose third an- 
nual reunion he attended this morning. 
It was a brilliant event. Nearly eight hun- 
dred men sat at tables on the floor of the 
big armory and the galleries Were 
crowded to their utmost capacity by 
brilliantly gowned wemen and their es- 
corts. 

When the president rose to begin his 
address, which was the first of the even- 
ing, he received an ovation. The men on 
the floor stood up and cheered again and 
again, while the clapping of hands from 
the gallery was like the crackle of mus- 
ketry. The president addressed himself 
largely to the issues growing out of the 
war with Spain. | 

The F¥resident’s Speech. 

President Roosevelt said in part: 

“We pledged ourselves solemnly at the 
outbreak of the war with Spain to give 
to Cuba independence. The world at 
large sneered at the pledge and even some 
of our own people scoffed at the thought 
that we intended to keep it. But we have 
kept at it in good faith and with a keen 
regard for the welfare of the Cubans. 
We did not turn Cuba loose to sink into 
a welter of anarchy. We first edmin- 
istered the affairs of the island until or- 
der had been brought out of chaos, until 
the cities had been cleaned, the courts 
purified, an educational system started 
and a just and efficient government in- 
troduced. Then we turned the new re- 
oe over to the hands of those whom 
ts people had elected as its servants, 
and bade it godspeed on its journey of in- 
dependence. But neither our duty to, 
nor our interest in the island, have come 
to an end with the establishment of its 
independence. Cuba’s {mmediate — 
imity to. the United States rendered its 
wel] being of such interest to us that we 
were forced to interfere in its interest by 
force of arms. For the same reason its 
future and welfare cannot but be a mat- 
ter of grave concern to us. We do not 
desire Cuba to stand toward any ofher 
nation in the same relations of intimate 
friendship and allianee that we desire to 
gee it adopt toward us. 

“It must therefore be in a certain sense 
@ part of our international political sys- 
tem, and it accepted this position when it 
accepted the Platt amendment, But it 
is out of the question for us to expect 
that it will assume such a position to- 
ward us with regard to international! pol- 
Itics without at the same time sharing 
somewnat in the benefits of our economic 
System. It was for this reason that Pres- 
ident McKinley urged and that I have 
since urged and shall continue ‘ta urge 
the need of establishing oloser relations 
with Cuba by reciprocity. ° 


Why Reciprocity Is Urged. 


“We urge reciprocity because ft Is for 
our interests to control the Cuban mar- 
ket, because we are bound to place the 
Cubans on a peculiar standing economi- 
f/eally when they consent in our interests 
@s wel] as their own to assume a pecullar 
Status internationally and because it is 
fitting for a great and generous republic 
to stretch out a helping hand toward her 
feebler sister just starting to tread the 
path of independence. The case stands 
by itself and there can be no other like 
it. Porto Rico, Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines have relations of varying intimacy 
to us. and they have either been ad- 
mitted within our economic system, or 
have been given some of the benefits 
thereof. Cuba, though independent, also 
stands in a peculiar wnosition toward us, 
and should recetve in similar fashion a 
measure of benefit from and partial in- 
clusion within our system. The question 
that ordinarily concerns us as of prime 
weight in a tariff matter do not come 
in here as of primary importance. We 
cannot choose what the articles are which 
Cuba shall export. Doubtless very many 
of us would prefer, for reasons connected 
with our own tariff policy, that her in- 
habitants were engaged in different in- 
dustries from those which they, as a 
matter of fact. now follow; just as doubt- 
less others of our people would prefer 
that the market offered by Cuba was one 
for other things than those which she 
actually demands. But we can neither 
determine the wants nor tye productions 
of Cuba. We must accept them as they 
are and we must remember that in deal- 
ing with this island. especially now that 
we are about to build the isthmian canal, 
and our interests in the West Indian wa- 
tefs have become so great, we must 
atepe ovr policy with a far-sighted re- 
gard for the future and for the interest 
and honor of the nation as.a-whole, IT

ROOSEVELT IS PLAGUED 


Boston, September 22—The New Eng-. 


land anti-imperialistic committee today 
makes public certain documents sent by 
it to President Roosevelt relative to aj- 
leged abuses in the Philippines. Nothing 
having been heard from the president in 
response to the letter of last-. July, in 
which general charges were made, his at- 
tention is now called’ to an instance of 
torture and murder especially investigat- 
ed by the committee’s counsel. This let- 
ter has been received and acknowledged 
by Secretary Cortelyou for. the presi- 
dent, but no action is promised, ~ 
Complaint of Committee. 

Charles Francis Adams, -C. Schurz, Ed- 
win Burritt Smith and Herbert Smith, 
composing the committee, say, in their 
letter to the president; 

“On July 22 we, as a committee, for- 
warded tq you'a communication, relating 
to your ‘review’ of the l4th of the same 
month, as commander in chief of the 
army, of the findings of the court mar- 
tial in the case of General J. H. Smith. 
In that communication we expressed*our 
readiness amd wish to cooperate, in >so 
far as was in our power, in: furthering 
your instructions in what is Known as 


the ‘Chaffee Memorandum’ of April 15, ° 
‘desired a most’ 


to the effect that you 
thorough, searching, and exhaustive. inyes- 
tigation,’ and. that ‘ne reffort sheuldi be 
Spared to uncover every case’ of outrage 
or violation of the law of civilized r- 


fare ‘which may have occurred, and b ng . 


the offenders to justice.’ We further 
said that we held ourselves ready-:to ‘di- 
rect your attention to concrete cases the 
investigation of which would demonstrate 
the following criminal] acts, contrary to 
all recognized rules and usages of war, 
on the part of officers and soldiers of the 
United States: 

‘1, Kidnaping and murder, under cir- 
cumstances of aggravated brutality. 

"2. Robbery. 

“3. Torture, both of men and of women, 
and rape of the latter. 

“‘*& The infliction of death on other 
parties, on the strength of evidence elicit- 
€d through torture.’ 


Take Issue with President. 
“No reply,to this communication has 
reached us. 


“In the course of a speech made*by 
you at the Weirs, N. oni the 28th <A 
you are reported to have said: 
The army, which has done its work so 
well in the Philippines, has . 
cruelly maligned even by 
should have known better. ,. eee 
temptation to retaliate for thé fearful 
cruelties of a savage foe is very great, 
and now and then it has been yielded 
to. There have been a few, and only a 
few, such instances jn the Philippines; 
and punishment has been meted out with 
unflinching justice to the offenders,’ 

“On all of these points we desire most 
respectfully to say we take direct issue 
with you. As the result of a careful re- 
view of what has been written and said 
on the subject, we assert that the army 
has not been maligned, ‘cruelly’ or other- 
wise, certainly not by us, nor, so far as 
we have been able to ascertain, by any 
‘who should have known better,’ unless 
the statement of facts admitting of di- 
rect proof can be so characterized. The 
‘instances’ in question have not been few, 
and many such have been for military 
purposes, not for retaliation; nor in 
many, and in some glaring, and even no- 
torious, cases, has ‘unflinchiw justice’ 
been meted out to the offenders. And 
all this we are prepared to demonstrate 
before any unprejudiced tribunal compe- 


tent to summon witnesses and compel the 
production of papers.’’ 

_ Priest Tortured to Death. 
_ The committee then gakes up the case 
of Father Augustine, saying: 

. During the last half of the year 1900 
a certain company of a regiment of 
United States volunteers was stationed 
at Banate, a smaH Philippine coast town 
not far from Iloilo, in the island of 
Panay. ' 

“On or about the first week in De- 
cember, 1900, the company in question 
then having been stationed at Banate 
over six months, a United States gun- 
boat arrived from Iloilo, having on 
beard a prisoner, who was delivered, pre- 
Sumably for safe keeping, to the. officer 
commanding the post. The man Thus 
delivered was a Filipino, 
about forty’ years of age, and familiar 
‘with the Spanish tongue. It was after- 
wards understood among tye soidiers of 
the most that. he was a priest of the 
Roman Cathglic. faith, called ‘Father Au- 
gustine.’ At the time of his arrival at 
Banatée, and delivery to the officer in 
commefid;’ “Féther Augustine’ was 
dressed,'or rather disguised, in the uni- 
form..of .a nen-commissioned officer of 
the United States artillery. His gown 
and cassock were subsequently carried up 
from the gunboat te thé place of his 
delivery...by..an- enlisted man. ‘Father 
Augustine’ was confined, not with the 
other prisoners, but alone, in a_ small 
room under the officers’ quarters, He re- 
mained there imprisoned over a week, 
during which he was supplied with an 
insufficient. allowance of fcod. To such 
an extept,.was.this.the case that the 


' Sympathies of a. soldier placed on. .guard 


over him were enlisted, and by him the 
priest: was-secretly.. furnished with’ suf- 
ficient::to sustain life. This, the order 
of the. commanding officer of the com- 
pany notwithstanding, 


Burial of the Priest. 


“On the eighth day of December, 1900, 
‘Father Augustine’ wa’s subjected to the 
form of torture known as, the ‘water 
cure.’ The purpose in view fn thus deal- 
ing with him was not communicated to 
the soldiers at the post; but, from in- 
formation gathered by certain of them, 
it was believed to be .with the’ intent 
of forcing information from him in re- 
gard to the whereabouts of a sum of 
money, either in the possession of the 
prisoner or secreted in some _ place 
known to him. On the afternoon of the 
following day ‘Father Augustine’ was 
again ‘put ‘to the question.’ On both 
these cccasicns the torture was ap- 
plied by a sergeant and private of the 
company, in the presence of the com- 
manding officer of the post, and’ under 
his direction, the surgeon of the post 
also being present. On the night of the 
9th, the prisoner was removed to an- 
other house, a short distance from his 
previons place of confinement, formerly 
cecupied-by the. presidente of the town, 
where he was for a third time tortured. 
The enlisted man who had been a wit- 
ness of the previous tortures was ngt a 
witness of the third infliction, he having 
asked to he excused on the ground that, 
if the torture was again administered, 
it would result in death. Acordingly. 
another enlisted man was substituted 
for him, | 

‘During the night following the third 
application the prisoner died. He was 
then at once buried—a Roman Catholic 
nriest in wunconsecrated ground—by a 
party of native prisoners detailed for the 
work. 

“The names of all the. parties con- 
cerned. in these proceedings are kn@wn. 
and can be, if necessary, given. Five of 
those personally cognizant of the facts, 
in whole or part, have been examined; 
and their statements are herewith sub- 
mitted. The names. addresses, and pres- 
ent location of other witnesses, as of 
the parties implicated, will be furnished 
if required.”

“Chicago, September 22.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Leslie M. Shaw delivered an 
address at North Side Turner hall to- 


S: Boutell, The secretary took for his. 
‘subject “‘Commerce,” and his words were 
enthusiastically received by a@ large au-. 
dience. He said: ’ 

“I notice the democratic party in Mas-' 
sachusetts recently adopted a platform 
reiterating the old democratic demand : 
for free raw material, to the avowed erd 
that our manufacturers may be able to, 
compete with other nations in the ex- 
port trade of the world. 

“Conceding the democratic contention , 
that wool delivered at the factory, fron, 
ore delivered at the furnace, hides fe-, 
lHvered at the vat, cotton delivered at the. 
spindle, is raw material, let us inquire. 
whether it would be wise to place them 
‘on the free list. 

“The United States is the home of the 
cottcn plant. We produce three-fourths 
of the raw cotton of the world. And be- 
cause we produce so much and impért 
the merest trifle and that of a quality we 
do not produce, cotton is kept on the 
free list. To put it on the protective list 
would neither yield revenue nor afford 
protection, for, as I may say, three- 
fourths of it is grown here. We do _ pro- 
tect it’as soon as it leaves the spindle. 


Cotton as an Illustration. 


what can be done when our manufactur- 
ers have free raw material. Now, note 
results: 

“We actually convert into yarn textiles, 
and_I speak in round numbers, one-fourth 
of the cotton fiber of the world. Of this, 
we export $39,000,000 worth. We import 
$40,000,000 worth of manufactured cotton. 
For the sake of argument, T assume that 
the fiber in our exported cotton manufac- 
tures about offsets the fiber in the im- 
ported cotton manufactures. This being 
true, the American people, then, actually 
 conmene wear out, one-fourth of the cot- 
ton fiber this world produces. We do this 
in. the. face of. the fact that the peofle 
of. the world; barring a little belt in ghe 
Arctie region, wear cotton if they wear 
anything: Thus, by means of protection, 
we afford and keep for ‘ourselves one- 
fifth of the wtimate cotton consumption 
market of the world: Does this prejudice 
us in the outside market? It ought not 
to: 
“The democratic party demands free 
raw material, and I say we have free 
raw cotton: Now, what success do ye 
have when we go out and compete in the 
cutside cotton trade of the world? 

. Our Cotton Goods Exports. 

“The various commereial. ceuntries. of 
the world, including ,the United. §fates, 
export in the aggregate $624,000,000 worth 
of cotton manufactures, of which we ex- 
port $32,000,000. In other words, by rea- 
son of free raw material, we are able to 
secure only 5 per cent of the export trade 
in coton manufactures. Mark you, we get 
70 per cent of the export trade in raw cot- 
t6n, but only 5 per cent of the export 
trade in manufactured cotton. We get 
the one because we grow the cotton and 
the world wants it. We lose the other 
because, with cheap labor, the outside 
world can manufacture it cheaper than 
we can. So they take the raw material 
off our hands, manufacture, put on the 
world’s market, and get 9% per: cent of 
the export trade, while we, with cotton 
grown on our land, because of high priced 
American labor are able to get only 6 
per cent of the export trade. 

“Do you say this is discouraging? Look 
at my previous figures. Because of our 
high-priced labor and the capacity of 
cur people to consume, because of the 
good clothes we weaf,; because we do not 
patch and mend, and sometimes burn 
to save laundry bills, we keep for our- 
selves and thus actually supply one-fifth 
of the world’s aggregate market for cot- 
ton manufactures. And we both main- 
tain our high wages and make our people 
secure in our markets\ by means of 
cur protective policy.’

CRYING ‘HE IS CHRIST?’ 


Remarkable Scenes When Pigott Proclaimed Him- 
Self the Messiah To His London Congregation. 


/ 


-Trichly appointed in London. 


His Followers Are 


People of Culture. 


Special Correspondence. 

London, September 13.—As fuller detafis 
come to light regarding the Agapemonites 
—the queer Englisn religious sect whose 
leader, in a London church a few nights 
ago, publicly asserted that he was Jesus 
Christ—the more amazing the whole thing 
becomes. 

J..H.-Smyth Pigott, the preacher who 
made this claim, did so in his own pulpit. 
He asserted that the spirit of the Messiah 
recently had entered his body and that he 
expected soon to be translated to heaven. 
He announced further that 
would judge the world. As soon 
as he had (finished speaking mem- 
bers of his congregation arose in their 
places and testified to their belief in his 
divinity. ’ 

“Behold, that is Christ,’’ said one. 

“God is here, I see him,’’ cried another. 

An elderly man fell on nis knees, drag- 
ging his wife with him and gasping: 

’God, Annie, that is Jesus!’ 

/One of the most surprising things about 
Ahis new Messiah's sensational debut is 
that the congregation over which he pre- 
sides is not made up of poor and illit- 
erate, but of unusually well-to-do and, 
suppogedly, cultured people. Their church, 
which is Known as the Ark of the Cove- 
nant, is one of the handsomest and most 
It was en- 
tirely paid® for on the day it was opened. 

The place of worship is the Lwndon 
gathering place of the so-called Agape- 
monites sect, whose regular headquarters 
is a sort of settlement named the Abode 
of Love, at Spaxton, in tae country. J. 
H. Smyth Pigott, who is a former cler- 
gyman of the Church of England, is the 
head of the whole body. 

It is one of the articles of the faith of 
this sect that one day they will br c<ar- 
ried up to heaven en masse. Som me 
ago Pigott told them that the 
hour was near at hand—the count. a 
bers joined those in London, and% 
gathered on Clapham common and wait- 
ed to go up. None of them developed 
tiying powers, however, as they all went 
home again. Once more they were sum- 
moned to ‘“‘mount on high’ and once 
more found themselves stuck fast to terra 
firma, which was hignoly inconvenient to 
those of them who had soid their houses 
and effects. 

When this happened for the send time 
his followers’ faith in Mr. Pigott, wig) up 
to this time had represented himse:r as 
only an humble laborer in the vineyard, 
began to falter. It revived a hundred- 
fold when, about a week ago, the clergy- 
man gathered his disciples together in the 
basement of the church and announced 
to them that the spirit of the Savior had 
entered his body. According to one of 


the members of the sect, the wife, by the 


way, of a member of parliament, the peo- 
ple of Pigott’s flock were only slightly 
surprised by the revelation made to them, 
“We were only greatly relieved,’’ remark- 
ed this woman. 

Pigott told the Agapemonites that at the 
next public service he would announce 
his divinity to all the world. He warned 
them that he would be mocked and this 
prophecy of his was fulfilled. The re- 
markable scene at the Ark of the Cove- 
nant is the sensation of the hour, and 
the people living in the neighborhood 
of the church were not long in manifest- 
ing their displeasure over the blasphe- 
mies uttered there. Night before iast, 
when the Agapemonites held a private 
meeting at the Ark, the police had to 
keep back the dense and angry crowd 
that had gathered, and when the ‘“Mes- 
siah’’ appeared in ordinary clerical dress 
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R. J. H. 8. PIGGOTT. 


The London minister, who claims 
to be the Messiah. 
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walking between two burly retainers, the 
hooting and ‘‘booin’’ was deafening, and 
it was all the strong force of ‘‘Bobbies” 
could do to prevent Pigott being mobbed. 

The “pastor’’ who, before joining the 
Agapemonites, served in the Salvation 
Army as well as in the Church of Eng- 
land, has announced another public meet- 
ing tomorrow night. at which he intends 
once more to asser® his divinity. The 
police intend to take strong measures to 
guard against a serious riot, but it is 
certain that an immense crowd will be 
on hand and trouble is likely. Meanwhile 
the Agapemonites, thougn they are not 
fond of being hooted and hustled while 
on their way to church, are comparative- 
ly tranquil. They are once more ex- 
pecting to be translated. Pigott has told 
them they will be, and they believe him.

London, September 23.—In a dispatch 
from St. Petersburg, the correspondent 
there o® The Daily Express réports 62 
attempt to derail the train upon which 
the czar traveled from Kursk. Rails were 
removed on the two routes which the 
czar might travel; in one instance the 
plot was discovered and in the other 
the train was wrecked. The czar reached 
St. Petersburg safely.

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MADE DAUGHTER 
‘LEAVE THE BIER 
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King Leopold Very Harsh to 
Princess Stephanie, 


While the Princess Was Praying by 
Her Mother’s Corpse the King 
Sent Her Word That She 
Was Not Wanted—Queen 
Buried. 


——_—_ 

Brussels, Belgium, September 22.—The 
scandal arising from the revival of the 
fumily quarrel between King Leopold and 
his daughter, the Princess Stephanie 
(countess of Lonyay) beside the bier of 
the late Queen Marie Henriette at Spa 
yesterday is agitating all classes. Popu- 
lar sympathy on al] sides is expressed for 
the princess, who, although deeply af- 
fected by the incident, makes no com- 
plaint. The princess herself has given out 


a simple statement of the facts, as fol- 
lows: | 


“The precise facts are these: I was 
praying at the bier of the queen, when 
someone came about 4 o'clock to tell me 
the king would not receive me. I im- 
mediately left the death chamber. I had 
no interview with his majesty. ° 

“I was at Cromer, England, when I 
learned of the death of the queen. Like 
a loving daughter and a patriot, I hur- 
ried to Spa to render the last honors ty 
my mother. 

“As the king has caused an intimation 
to be convgyed to me that he does not 
desire my presence I am going to Calais, 
Where my husband will meet me. Thence 
I shall probably return to England. There 
was no scene between the king and my- 
self at Spa.”’ 

It was hoped by the public, who ap- 
plauded Princess Stephanie’s love match 
with the count of Lonyay, that the death 
of the queen would lead to healing the 
rupture, but the ingident at Spa is taken 
to demonstrate that the king is as irre- 
concilable as ever to what he openly has 
designated as a mesalliance. 

The princess will not be at her mother’s 
funeral. She started for Calais this after- 


noon. She was accorded a most enthus- 


jastic greeting by large crowds of people 
at the railroad station, while cries of 
“Vive la comtesse”’ were raised, to which 
she replied: 

“I thank you with all my heart.” 

Then, apparently quite overcome by the 
popular demonstration, the princess burst 
into tears, 

The funeral train arrived at Laeken at 
3:40 p. m. The locomotive was draped 
with a@ crape-covered flag. The king and 
the other members of the royal family, 
the men in full uniform, with crape 
scarfs and sword hilts covered with crape, 
descended and gathered in the waiting 
room, to which the coffin was removed. 

The procession afterwards started for a 
neighboring church, the grenadiers band 
playing a funeral march. The coffin was 
borne into the church, where the arch- 
bishop pronounced the absolution, after 
Which the coffin, followed by the king 
and other notabilities, was taken to the 
crypt. The remains later will be placed 
in the mausoleum. 

Very large crowds of people lined the 
route from the railroad station to the 
church, and all the streets in the vicinity 
were draped. 


REGAN KILLED FROM AMBUSH. 


Mississippi Farmer Shot Down While 

Returning Home from Church. 

Jackson, Miss., September 22.—(Special.) 
Each week the country press brings in 
reports of murders and assassinations in 
out-of-the-way places, which have es- 
caped notice in the press dispatches. The 
story has just reached here of an assas- 
sination in Pike county near the Antioch 
church. John M. Regan, a farmer, was 
going home from the church, accompanied 
by his brother, Sam Regan, and Bill 
Dean, when a gun was discharged from 
ambush and John Regan fell to the road- 
side mortally wounded. A man named 
Iiugh Forbes was suspected of the crime, 
having had a previous difficulty with Re- 
gan, and he was placed under arrest, but 
denied all knowledge of the affair. After- 
wards he made his escape and has not 
since been captured. Craps and blind 
tigers are thought to be the chief factors 
in the killing.

TROOPS SWEEP 
MORO COUNTRY 


American CTolumn Under 
Captain Pershing Wins 
iy Victories. 


SEVEN FORTS ARE TAKEN 
AND MANY MOROS KILLED 


Americans Frequently Fired Upon, 
but No Casualties Are Reported. 
Sultans of Macin Remain 
Obstinsate and Will 
Re Attacked. 


Manila, September 22—Up to Sunday 
the force commandeé by Captain John 
J. Pershing, of the Fifteenth infantry, 
operating against the Moros tn the island 
of Mindanao, had met with slight re- 
sistance tn the Macin country, and had 
captured seven forts, killed twegty-five 
and wounded twenty Moros. There were 
no American casualties. 

Captain Pershing’s courier reached 
Brigadier Genéral Samuel §S. Sumner af 
Camp Vicars today. The captain report- 
ed that he first moved on Goanan, where 
the troops took three forts. They then 
pushed on to Baynbo and captured two 
forts. From there the column proceeded 
to Sanir and captured two more forts. 


From Pantnan to Sanir, in the country, 


dominated by the sultans of Cali and 
Butig and the two sultans of Macin, the 
column was frequently fired upon. 

Captain Pershing communicated with 
the Macin sultans, but they refused to 
recognize the Americans and remained 
obstinate.

TO LEARN HOW TO BE FARMERS 


Prominent Men To Lecture to the 
University Class. 

Athens, Ga., September 22.—(Special.)— 
One of the most interesting innovations 
instituted at the university this year 
is the one year course in agriculture. This 
course embraces the best parts of the 
four-year course, and in time a large at- 
tendance is expected in this department. 

Special lectures will be delivered to the 
class by the Hon. R. J. Redding, director 
of the experiment station; Professor C. 
L. Willoughby, dairyman of the experi- 
ment station; Hon. Dudley M. Hughes, 
president of the State Agricultural So- 
ciety, and Hon. C. H. Jordan, chairman 
of the committee on agriculture of e 
general ,assembly, and other prominent 
men. The course of instruction is given 
by Instructor J. M. Johnson, master of 
science in agriculture of Cornell univer: 
sity, for some time instructor in agricul- 
ture in the University of West Virginia, 
and in the North Carolina State College 
of Agriculture, assisted by J. M. Hart, 
who, after completing his course in ag- 
riculture at’ the University, has taken 
graduate courses in horticulture; and by 
Professor Rhodes, of the State Normal 
school. Instructions in other subjects 
will be given by the regular professors in 
the university, as follows: Dr. H. C. 
White, Professors D. C. Barrow, S. M. 
Snelling, C. M. Strahan, John Morris, 
J. M. Stephenson and Chancellor Walter 
B. Hill. 

The university has inaugurated a course 
in nature study. A friend of the college 
provided the money to start off this work, 
and it recently received the indorsement 
of ‘the meeting of educators in Athens. 
Nature leaflets will be sent out to the 
teachers of the public schools in the state 
and they will be urged to inclose a plot 
of ground and carry out the suggestions 
made. It is hoped by this means to in- 
culcate a love of nature in the children 
which will perhaps in after life lead 
some of them into university walls in 
search of an agricultural education. A 
school in correspendence is also offered 
to those unable to bear the expense of 
coming to college.

Diplomatic Relations with the

British Officers Are Disgusted with, 
Castro’s Government and Ez- 
press the Hope That the | 
United States Will Take * 
Country in Hand.

“ London, September 22.—The Associated 


Press is in a position to announce thai 
diplomatic relations between Great Brit- 
ain and Venezuela are on the verge of 
being severed. Any day—almost any hour 
—may bring the announcement that the 
British minister at Caracas has been 
given his passport, with corresponding 
action toward the Venezuelan represen- 
tative in London.: The cause of the crisis 
does not seem to be confined to any par- 
ticular incident, but consists in various 
differences which culminated in Venez- 
uela assuming such an angry attitude 
as to leave Downing street fully.impress- 
ed with the belief that the Venezuelan 
government intends to force matters to 
a crucia] jssue. That a diplomatic rup- 
ture would result In hostilities is a con- 
tingency thus far scarcely contemplated. 
Relations Strained. 

The present diplomatic relations are 
so strained that, to quote a responsible 
British official, it would make really very 
little difference if the fact became public 
property by the absence of the diplomatic 
representatives from Caracas and Lon- 
don. 

The view of the foreign office is’ that 
affairs have reached a stage where it is 
impossible to deal satisfactorily with Ven- 
ezuela in any matter which may come 
up. In proof of this contention the for- 
eign office instances the report of the 
United States ministér at Caracas, Her- 
bert W. Bowen, announcing that the 
Venezuela government had _ protested 
against the British flag being raised over 
Patos, or Goose island, over which the 
Venezuelan government claimed sover- 
eignty. According to the British govern- 
rent’s understanding, Patos island be- 
longs to Great Britain just as much as 
Trinidad; and, so far as Known, no ques- 
tion as to ifs ownership has ever- aris- 
en. Inhabitants of the island: have re- 
cently been shot or otherwise endangered 
through the action cf Venezuelans, wheth- 
er government or revolutionary partisans 
is not Known. For purposes of protecfivon 
the loca] West Indian authorities order- 
ed the British flag to be prominently dis- 
played on the island, hence the protest 
which the foreign office has made is 
only one of many. 

Everything Muddled. 

An exceptionall prominent official 
said to a representative of the Associat- 
ed Press this afternoon; 

“The affairs in Venezuela are so hope- 
lessly muddled that we can get nothing 
done. There is no ‘concealing the fact 
that the Venezuelan goverriment has made 
heated protests to our minister. The 
chief grievance appears to De the alie- 
gation that the British government is 
aiding the revolutionary army. it is need- 
less to say this is perfectly baseless. 

“We wish the United States would take 
over the whole country and then, per 
haps, we could get some peace, 

“Of all the disturbances of the last de- 
cade the present seemg to be the worst. 
This, combined with the attitude of the 
nominal government, makes us somewhat 
indifferent to any action which may take 
place. The Venezuelans appear inclined 
to be rather reckless, chiefly because of 
what, 1 presume, is the mistaken notion 
that Washington will protect them from 
the results Jf their own folly, however 
inimica] that might be to the lives and 
property of British subjects, and those ot 
other Europeans. As we understand Mon- 
roeism, Venezuela is quite mistaken in 
this matter, though apparently the im- 
pression has much to do with her present 
action.’’ 

Washington Knows Nothing. 

Washington, September 22.—No notice of 
a strain of the diplomatic relations be- 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela has 
reached the department of state. If such 
is the case, however, the department offi- 
cials would have ro hesitation in ascribing 
the cause of the threatened rupture to the 
dispute which has been revived between 
the two countries over the ownership of 
Patos, of Goose island, lying in the 
Dragons’ mouth, between Trinidad and 
the Venezuelan coast. Minister Bowen 
last week informed the department of the 
fact that the dispute had an acute phase 
through the assertion of British sovet- 
eignty over the little island and as he 
at the same time said that Venezuela 
had protested against the hoisting of the 
British flag itis not doubted that to this 
incident must be traced any more serious 
difficulty between the two countries.

Montgomery, September 22.—(Special.)— 
Mendeth Provo is the unusual name of @ 
Ministerial delegate to the colored Bap- 
tist convention in Birmingham who ts now 
reposing in the Montgomery jail. Men- 
' @eth is a delegate from the Brazos bot- 
toms in Texas, who emigrated from here 
in 1877, and who stopped over on his re- 
turn to see his old friends.

Another indictment is nend- 
ing against him for the theft of an ax 
about the same time that he appropriated 
the parson’s sheep. Mendeth was a trou- 
_ blesome politician here in the dark days. 
He says he was in the recent crash at Bir- 
- Mingham, and would rather have perished 
then than to be in this scrare. 


HICKS MAKES A STATEMENT. 


Says He Must Not Be Held Responsi- 
ble for the Stampede. 

Birmingham, Ala,, September 22.—Wil- 
liam Hicks, the negro insurance agent, 
with whom J: H. Ballou, the negro law- 
yer engaged in an altercation, which it 
is said, caused the disaster in Shiloh 
church Friday night, is under arrest. 
After making bond he gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“As to a report circulated that I was 
eluding the officers, I wish to say it Is 
untrue, for since Friday night I have 
been at my residence, No. 624 Eighteenth 
Street, south.

sippi during the past week, and the 
staple is being rushed to market almost 
as fast as it can be ginned. In contrast 
to former years, there is no disposition 
among the planters to hold back the 
crop in anticipation of higher prices. 
Some of the large planters, especially in 
‘the delta, will, of course, market their 
crop slowly, but the average farmer Is 
getting rid of the product immediately 
after it is placed in marketable shape, 
and they are apparently satisfied with 
the prices being secured.

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DIFFICULT TO COUNT. DEAD. 


ORPSES AT BIRMINGHAM WERE 
“MOVED OFTEN. % 


More Funérals of the Victims of Shi- 
loh Ghurch Panic—Fund for 
the Buriais. 

Birmingham, Ala., September 22.— 
There were but few new developments 
today in the panic of Friday night at 
the Shiloh Baptist church, colored, 
where over one hundred negroes were 
It seems almost impossible to 
ascertain accurately just how many 
lives were lost. The number now ap- 
pears to be mot less than 104, and may 
yet reach 106. A conflict arises from the 
fact that a number of bodies were re- 
moved from one undertaking shop to 
another and some of them were taken to 
as many as three undertaking establish- 
ments at different times, and in more 
than one case a corpse was mistaken for 
another person than the correct one. 
No additional deaths were reported this 
morning. : 

Efforts now are being directed chiefly 
at relief measures. The relatives of a 
number of the victims were without 
sufficient means to bury their dead and 
this morning a relief committee of four 
prominent colored citizens, with Dr. W. 
R. Pettiford, president of a local negro 
bank, as chairman, was organized to dis- 
burse relief funds which have ~been 
raised by The Birmingham News and 
the white churches. Donations, almpst 
entirely from white citizens, amount to 
about $700 so far and this fund is being 
used to bury such dead as have not 
been buried from lack of means. A 
mumber of additional funerals occurred 
today. : 

The national negro Baptist convention 
held its final session this morning and 
adjourned at noon to meet a year hence, 
with speeches on the growth and prog- 
Tess of the church. Among those who 
spoke were Dr. Wells, of the national 
Baptist publishing board; Dr. John H, 
Frank, of Louisville, and Dr. Wiliam 
Sevier, of Nashville. All the speakers 
touched upon the panic of Friday night, 
in which over a hundred lives were lost 
and were loud in their praise of the 
manner in which the white | citizens 
have come to the relief of the distressed. 
Rev. T. T. Walker, pastor of Shiloh 
Baptist church, reported that the dead 
are being rapidly buried and that fifteen 
grave diggers have been employed and 
are preparing the graves as rapidly as 
possible. 


MORE ARRESTS WILL BE MADE. 


Telephone Company After Men Who 
Shot the Linemen. 

New Orleans, September 22.—There will, 
in all probability, be more arrests in con- 
nection with the shooting of the non- 
union Hinemen last Saturday night. It 
was stated by the management of the 
Cumberland Telephone Company that the 
names of six or eight union linemen had 
been furnished to the police, and that 
those officers would make the arrests. 
It is also stated that the Cumberland 
company will prosecute the union men 
who will be arrested. The men will be 
charged with complicity in the assault 
of Saturday night. 

Tom Zeigler, business agent of the 
union, when told that six or elght more 
union men would be arrested, said: 

“We are not hiding the men up here, 


| and whenever the proper authorities are 


ready for us we will go without any 
trouble. I know that the men will be 
released as soon as they get in jail, for 
we will have them bonded and secure 
their release In that manner." a 

Seven or eight nonunion men arrived 
in the city last ntght for the purpose of 
working for the Cumberland company. 
It is very doubtful whether these men will 
work for the company or not, as it is 
said they did not understand before leav- 
ing their homes that there was a strike 
on. 

The Cumberland company, through their 
attorneys, today filed rules for contempt 
against five of the members of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers’ Union for assaulting and intimidating 
the workingmen of the Cumberland com- 
pany. The five men are charged with 
violating the restraining order recently 
issued by Judge Parlanger, of the United 
States court. The date set for the hear- 
ing is November 3.

BROWNLOW WAS LEADER 
IN BOOM FOR MARCUS A. 


But Since Mr. Roosevelt’s Trip There 
Is an Apparent Slump in the 
Hanna Movement and a 
Corresponding Increase 
for Roosevelt.

Knoxville, Tenn., September 22.—(Spe# 
cial.)~-The contest in the recent republi- 
can state convention in Alabama as % 
whether President Roosevelt should be in- 
dursed for 1904 has somewhat of a parallel 
in Tennessee, though the conditions are 
not in a convention here. The Tennessee 
republicans, in their state convention held 
some time, ago, and over which the 
Brownlow influences dominated, did not 
indorse the president. It is, therefore, @ 
natural conclusion that Brownlow, who 
fe generally conceded to be for Hanna 
for president in 1904, directed that the 
Roosevelt plank be,Jeft out of the Tennes- 
see republican platform this year,- and 
that “developments” be awaited betore 
any open declaratton went up from Ten- 
nessee republicans. Perhaps Brownlow, 
the congressman from the first Tennes- 
see district, who is regarded as the re- 
publican ‘“‘boss’’ in Tennessee, advised a 
waiting game, so that if the national re- 
publican sentiment should turn Hanna- 
ward in 1904 he could say, with his .fol- 
lowers, that Tennessee republicans were 
“original Hanna men.” At any rate 
there has unquestionably been a strong 
influence at work in ‘tennessee in favor 
ot Marcus A. Hanna, and Brownlow. has 
peen regarded as at the head of this 
“silent intluence.”’ 

it is a notable fact that, many of the 
men who hold federal office in east Ten- 
nessee, which section is the stronghold of 
republicanism in the state of ‘lennessce, 
are said to be favorable to Hanna as 
against President Roosevelt. Much s.renu- 
ous political effort, it is said, has veen 
made clandestinely in favor of Hanna, 
while others are openly in favor . of 
hoosevelt, thus making possible the pre- 
diction of a strong contest in this s.ate 
as to which shal! win in the siate dele- 
gation in 1904 The situation is, in some 
respects, such as to recall the Browniow- 
iKvans contest of two years 480, when 
the republicans of Tennessee were wide 
wpart. In fact the breach has never been 
wiped entirely out, and there still exisis 


a strong anti-Erownlow sentiment. This 


toliowing, it is believed, will openly de- 
clare for Roosevelt, and the men who two 
years ago Bo strong.y supported H. Clay 
Evans’ candidates tor nomination for 
state offices and for @elegates to the na- 
tional republican convention will fight 
the Hanna boom, which is undoubtedly 
fostered by the Brownlow people. 

There are many ivading republicans 
over the state who were openly against 
Brownlow and for lgvans, and it is be- 
lieved they will take up the gauntlet in 
favor of ‘‘the man on horseback” in 1904. 
It is not; however, Known that Mr. 
Evans, whdiis now in London as consul 
general, will ‘take any hand in the mattar 
one way or another, but it is natural to 
suppose. that ,he would oppose anything 
savoring of Brownlowism, and would fa- 
vor anything in behalf of President 
Roosevelt, under whose administration 
he is holding a most lucrative and honor- 
able station. It is said here that, as a 
result of conferences held here and in 
Washington, anti-Bbrownlow people have 
gone to the president and shown him 
that the Brownlow faction failed to in- 
dorse him at the state republican conven- 
tion, and have alleged that Brownlow and 
his people were dickering with Mark 
Hanna. -On the other hand it is said 
the Brownlowites have gone before the 
president and the Hanna people and have 
shown. the most kindly interest in both. 
They want to be on the safe side, and, it 
is said, are, therefore, ‘‘on the fence.” 
The anti-Brownlowites are tugging at 
Brownlow’s heels and calling tor him to 
get down on the Hanna side, ‘‘where he 
belongs.’’ ‘Thus the fight goes merrily 


on, \ 
Caused Hanna Stock To Fall. 

It is believed that President Roose- 
velt’s recent trip to Tennessee, in which 
state he made two forma! stops, both the 
cities (Chattanooga and Knoxville) at 
which he stopped being in republican cen- 
ters, was for a political purpose, quite 
as much as tohe with the firemen in 
their convention and to see the country. 
It is considered a fact that since the 
president's visit here Hanna stock has 
fallen several points, and that the plant- 
ing of his foot on Tennessee soil, and in 
the midst of the large majority of Ten- 
nessee republicans, had th? effect of great- 
ly strengthening his chances with Ten- 
nessee republicans. The anti-Brownlow 
people got a quiet recognition from the 
president while in East Tennessee. This 
is said to have been more fraught with 
meaning than a more elaborate demon- 
the Brownlow people.

belfeved, however, that the Hanna in- 
in Tennessee, which is about 
ready to hatch, received a serious back- 
set by the president’s visit of September 
7 to 9, and its influence may be felt in 
the subsequent events pertaining to the 
presidential ticket in 1904, 

The paramount question now, so near 
the convening of congress, when impor- 
tant matters will be pressed, is to know 
who will have the ear of the president— 
the Brownlow or the anti-Brownlow peo- 
ple. The first congressional district, 
which is represented in congress by W. 
P. rownlow, has, during the past few 
year , secured a fish hatchery, a federal 
building completed at Bristol, Tenn.,. a 
federal building appropriation of $125.000 
for Greeneville, Tenn., a national Sol- 
diers’ home for Johnson City, Tenn., 
to cost more thar, $1,000,000, a large num- 
ber of offices for Brownlow republicans, 
and other good things. If indications 
count, Brownlow may have greater diffi- 
culty in securing plums for his district 
in the fyture than he has had in the past. 
It is gererally aceepted that his influence 
with President Roosevelt is far fess than 
it was with the late President McKinley.. 
Hanna has, however, been Brownlow’s 
friend.

INDORSED JUDGE RUSSELL. 


The Athens Bar Urges Him Not To 
Decline Western Circuit Judgeship. 
Athens, Ga., September 22.—(Special.)— 

An enthusiastic meeting of the Athens 
bar was held in the interest of the can- 
dicy of Judge Richard B. Russell for the 
position of associate justice of the su- 
preme court of Georgia, and during the 
meeting the question of Judge Russell's 
name appearing twice on the official bal- 
lot for the general election was dis- 
cussed. 

It was. the unm@®smous opinion of the 
meeting that no valid reason existed for 
Judge Russel] declining the nomination 
for judge of the superior coun of the 
western circuit while making the race 
for the supreme court judgeship, and that 
he be urged not to do so. 

By unanimous vote the sense of the 
meeting was declared as follows: 

‘That no stronger reason could be ad- 
vanced for Judge Russell’s declining the 
nomination as judge of the western cir- 
cult than could be urged against John S. 
Candler remaining in his present position 
as judge of the Stone Mountain circuit 
pending the election. The action of the 
democratic party in nominating Judge 
Russell for another term makes him as 
certainly the occupant of that position 
as if the general election had. already 
occurred. The general election’ will 
amount to nothing more than a ratifica- 
tion of the action of the party. There- 
fore, the only difference between these 
two candidates is that one has an un- 
expired.term of two years and four 
months, while the other has a term of 
four years and four months ahead of 
him. ‘ith this single exception, there 
is no difference in the positions of. these 
two candidates. If Judge Candler con- 
tinues to hold his office while he makes 
his race for associate justice of the su- 
preme court, there is no reason why 
Judge Russell should not with all pro- 
priety hold his position while making his 
race for the same office. 

“ae e state democratic executive com- 
mittee have decided to nominate a can- 
didate in the event opposition develops 
from any other party, it becomes a ques- 
tion of importance as to the probability 
of such an event occurring. Judge Rus- 
sell desires his candidacy for this posi- 
tion to be passed upon by the people of 
the state. Under certain céntingencies 
he may be denied the privilege. It would 
be unfair to Judge Russell that he should 
_ up the nomination unanimously ten- 
ered him by a constituency that is proud 
to honor him, while such a contingency 
entered into the race for justice of the 
supreme court. 

“Should Judge Russell decline the 
nomination for ju ye of the superior court 
of the western c.cuit, it would be the 
duty of the state democratic executive 
committee to name another nominee for 
that position, under the authority of the 
state convention given to that body to 
fill any vacancy that might occur on the 
ticket already nominated. This would 
bring about a contest before that body 
that should be avoided. The people of 
the western circuit strenuously object to 
a judge being placed upon the bench 
without the opportunity being given them 
to pass upon his merits, and a nomination 
by the executive committee would bring 
about such a state of affairs. 

‘The fact that Judge Russell’s name 
appears twice on the ticket does not 
mean that he could hold both offices if 
elected to both, or would undertake to do 
80. ' 
“The people of the westera circuit are 
interested in the 
matter of the superior court judgeship. 
They do not wish Judge Russell to re- 
sign, and thus take from them the chance 
to pass upon the claims and qualifica- 
tions of the judge who is to preside 
over their courts. The people of the 
whole state are the tribund! before whom 
the supreme court judgeship naturally is 
carried for settlement. If they wish 
Judge Russell, they should be given the 
opportunity to say so at the polls.

SKULL CRUSHED 
BY AN ELEVATOR 


Savannah Lad Killed While 


Looking Down Shaft at 
Citizen’s. Bank. 


HEAVY WEIGHT DESCENDS 
AND MANGLES BOY’S HEAD 


Scveral Other Accidents in Savannah 
Yesterday—Negro Dies Suddenly 
While Working on a Build- 
ing—White Man’s Arm 
Is Crushed. 


Savannah, Ga., September 22.—(Spe- 
*jat.)—Savannah had a chapter of acci- 
Jents and sudden deaths today. The 
most horrible and sensational of all oe- 
curred this afternoon at the Citizens’ 
bank, when James L. Smith, a 16-yegr- 
old white boy, was practically decapli- 
tated by the elevator, 

Smith was employed as office boy by 
Bradstreet’s agency, which has offices 
in the bank building. He was on the 
first floor, waiting for the elevator, 
which was four floors up, to descend. 
Something down the shaft, in the cellar, 
attracted his attention, so he climbed up 
the iron grating and extended his head 
above it to peer below. He chanced to 
insert his head between the two iron 
runaways of the heavy weight that 
counterbalances the elevator. The boy 
had no. thought of the weight, which 
was rapidly descending, as the elevator 
a was going up. On his head the weight 
‘Janded, breaking his neck and crushing 
-and mangling his head horribly. It was 
“with such a sound as the heavy blow of 
an ax crushing in a large dry goods box 
that the weight struck the boy’s head, 
and he could not have known what hurt 
him.. He was instantly killed. The ele- 
vator was stopped by the jamming of 
tha, weight, and the operator tried to 
make the current start it. Some one 
‘across the street heard the crash of the 
‘skull and ran to see what the trouble 
might. be. President Mills B. Lane also 
heard it and was at the shaft within a 
few s@onds. The two called to the eleva- 
tor man to let the cage down a little,and, 
the bedy was then lowered to the floor 
from where it hung against the grating. 

The Citizens’ bank had _ connection 
with another sudden death. A negro 
bricklayer, Joe Washington, went to 
work on the branch bank building on 
Liberty street, this morning, and half an 
hour later died from heart fallure, 

L. G. Worth, a white electrician, was 
at work at a turning lathe in the shops 
6f the Savannah Elecerical Supply Com- 
pany. A belt flew from a wheel that 
was making 2,000 revolutions a minute, 
striking Worth'’s arm and lacerating it 
horribly. Amputation will probably be 
necessary. 


HIS ARM WAS CAUGHT IN GIN. 


Accident That Caused the Death of 
. Walter Murphy. 

Loulsville, Ga., September 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—While engaged in running a gin 
at Moxley, Ga., a little village § miles 
‘south of this glace, Walter Murphy, one 
of Jefferson county's most highly 
teemed citizens, recelve@d injuries this 
morning from which he died: tonight. 

Mr. Murphy was ginning and the cot- 
ton became choked in the gin. He tried 
to-loosen it and in the attempt his left 
arm was caught and terribly mutilafed. 
He was a young man of 33 years and 
leaves a widow and three children.

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BEN SEWELL KILLS COUSIN. 


TRAGEDY IN COWETA COUNTY 
SUNDAY MORNING. 


Dick Sewell Accused Ben Sewell of 
Informing Officers of Location 
* a Distillery. 


Newnan, Ga., September 22.—(Special.)— 
Saturday morning about 6 miles above 
Newnan Ben Sewell shot and instantly 
killed his cousin, Dick Sewell, both well 
known farmers and prominent citizens of 
the community in which they lived. 

The circumstances which led up to the 
killing, so far ag can be learned, are re- 
lated by one whp claims to be familiar 
with the facts./as follows: Early Sat- 
urday morning revenue Officers located 
and destroyed a blockade still on the 
premises of Harvey Sewell, a brother of 
Dick Sewell. The latter, it seems, sus- 
pected that his cousin, Ben Sewell, had 
given information to the revenue officers, 
which enabled them to locate the still, 
and he was much incensed. An hour or 
so later he was passing Ben Sewell’s home 
with a load of cotton seed, and asked 
him to get in the wagon and ride down 
the road a’short distance. AS soon as 
Ben was seated in the wagon, it is said, 
Dick began to abuse him for giving in- 
formation to the revenue officers, and, 
although Ben stoutly denied that he had 
done so, Dick would not be appeased, and 
told en he would have to leave the 
community. Dick was drinking, and, 
wishing to avoid a difficulty, Ben left 
the wagon and returned to nis house, 
about 50 yards away. Dick also left the 
wagon and started up the road in the 
same direction. At this juncture Ben 
reappeared in the road in front of his 
house armed with a winchester rifle, the 
two men being then about 40 yards apart, 
and Dick at once opened fire with his 
pistol, which was promptly returned. 
Two other shots were exchanged, when 
Dick fell to the ground with three bullet 
wounds in his face ‘and head, and in- 
stantly expired. 

Ben was unhurt and in the afternoon 
came to town and surrendered to the 
sheriff. He is now in custody and will 
probably have his commitment trial to- 
morrow. 

The coroner held an inquest yesterday, 
and the jury returned a verdict of vol- 
untary manslaughter. 

The tragedy caused great excitement 
in the community, as both men are ex- 
tensively related, the Sewells being more 
numerous, perhaps, than any family in 
the county. A very bitter feeling is said 
to exist on account of the destruction 
of the illicit distillery. and the tragedy 
which followed, and further trouble may

ONE WAS SLAIN; 
OTHER DYING 


Duel Between Young Men at 
Langdale on Sunday 
Night. 


ONE HAD SENT LETTERS 
TO THE OTHER ONE’S SISTER 


Offense Was Taken at Part of One of 
the Letters by the Girl’s Brother 
and He Stopped the Writer 
on the Road and They 
Fought a Duel. 


West Point, Ga., September 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—A terrible tragedy was enacted 
at Langdale, a mill town on the Chat- 
tahoochee valley railway, 5 miles from 
here, last night. 

The participants in the duel were Will 
Owens and Will Phillips. The former is 
dead and the latter is at the point of 
death, having a bullet in his left lung in 
the region of his‘‘heart. 

It seems that Owens had been paying 
attention to Phillips’ sister for some 
time and had written her several] letters. 
One of these was read by Phillips, who 
took offense at a part of it. He imme- 
diately went out to find Owens, and at 
about half past 9 o’clock last night he 
saw him accompanying a Miss Hender- 
son home from churtech. He allowed 
Owens to take the young lady home and 
waylaid him between the home of Miss 
Henderson and his own, the spot select- 
ed being a branch in the flats. He tm- 
mediately began cursing and abusing 
Owens, who, in his turn, replied equally 
vehemently. Both whipped out pistols 
at about the same time and began firing. 
Owens’ shot is the one now in Phillips’ 
lung. The latter's first shot brought 
Owens to his knees and he begged Phil- 
lips not to kill him. However, it is 
said, the latter paid no attention to his 
pleadings, but emptied his revolver, 
calmly reloa§-d and reemptied it. He 
then fell exhausted, 

Parties living in the neighborhood ran 
to the scene of the shooting to find each 
man in a pool of his own blood. Both 
were removed to their respective homes. 
Owens was dead, and Phillips was un- 
conscious. Physicians attended him, but 
he is still in a critical condition. It is 
hardly expected that he will recover. 

Both men were operatives in the mil! 
of the West Point Manufacturing Com- 
pany and were respected as industrious, 
law-abiding men, and this tragedy is 
deeply deplored by all the residents of 
Langdale.

NAB A ROBBER 


Escaped Convict, Named 
Cutty Bennett in the 
Toils Again, 


RELATES HIS ROBBERIES 
AND DELIVERS GOODS 


Tells the Officers That He Left the 
Camp Because He Was Cruelly 
Treated—Held Down by 
Negroes While Lash 
Was Applied. 


Macon, Ga., September 22.—(Special.)— 
At half-past 1 o’clock this morning Po- 
licemen Hollomon and Simpson made a 
most important capture. ' They arrested In 
the house of a-negro woman, near the 
old cemetery at the foot of Poplar street. 
a white man named Cutty Bennett, an 
escaped convict from the _ penitentiary 
camp at Fargo, for whose capture a re- 
ward of $50 was offered by Deputy War- 
‘den W B. Hamby. Bennett escaped from 
the camp on Sunday, September 7. He 
was sentenced from Savannah to the pen- 
itentiary for two years for burglary and 
had only five months more of his time to 
serve. 

He says the reason he escaped was 
because of the harsh and cruel treatment 
he received at the Fargo camp. 

Bennett came to Macon on September 
11 and immediately entered upon a series 
of house robberies, and the entire police 
and detective department have been at 
work endeavoring to find the man who 
has been so badly committing the thefts 
and not until Bennett was arrested 
this morning was it known that he was 
the daring burglar. 


Some of His Work. 

At 10 o’clock Friday morning, Septem- 
ber 12, the day after Bennett's arrival 
in Macon, he entered through a window 
an the front porch into the beq room 
of Judge Hugh Washington at his resi- 
dence on College street and sfole there- 
from a winchester, pair of gold link 
cuff buttons, gold and enamel confederate 
flag scarf pin, a pair of vici kid lace 
shoes, a’ blue serge summer sult and 
two black unlined summer coats. Judge 
Washington’s sister was in.an upstairs 
room at the time of the robbery, but 
was not aware of the entrance of the 
intruder. Before the discovery of the 
theft wms made Bennett pawned the rifle 
at Blovenstein’s, where the pofice recov- 
ered it. 

On Sunday morning 
o'clock, September 14, 
up on the front porch 
of Francis Daly and, 
open window, reached his hand in and 
took from the bureau Mr. Daly‘s hand. 
some double case gold watch and a fine 
diamond ring. He pawned the watch 
at Goldman’‘s, and this morning while 
at the Molice station he took the ring out 
of his mouth and handed it to Officers 
Holloman and Jenkins. 

On Thursday morning at 11 o'clock, Sep- 
tember 18, Bennett, from the porch of 
the residence of Mrs. Williamson on 
Madison street, entered through a. win- 
dow into the room of her son in law, 
Walter A. Harris. and stole therefrom 
Mrs. Harris’ handsome double case goid 
watch, with a diamond setting on the 
back, a gold watch chain, an open 
face silver Elgin watch, two hand- 
some pearl pins and a black enameled 
scarf pin, a silver purse, silver hair brush 
and other effects. 

At the time of Bennett’s arrest this 
morning he hed in his hand Mrs. Harris’ 
watch. He told Officers Hollomon and 
Jenkins where he had concealed the’bal- 
ance of the stolen goods so they could 
go and get them. 

Bennett claims that the above are the 
only robberies he has committed in Ma- 
con. He has been free and frank in his 
statements about his thefts. If he had 
not been so opportunely captured this 
morning by Policemen Hollomon and 
Simpson he may have committed other 
burglaries here. He says, however, it 
was his intention to leave the city this 
morning at 1 o'clock, but he lingered over 
and was captured. Policeman Hollomon 
got on Bennett’s track Saturday night 
and gave him a long chase, but he evaded 
the officer. Hollomon, however, was mora 
fortunate last night when he got on Ben- 
nett’s trail the second time. 

Says He Was Cruelly Treated. 
Bennett was asked why he esvaped 
from the penitentiary camp when he had 
only five months more of his time to 
cerve. He replied: 

“T did so because of the cruel and Sa 
manner in which I was treated at the 
Fargo camp. I was terribly beaten with 
a strap on February 9 last, and you can 
see the horrid scars on my leg now. I 
vowed then if ever I had the opportunity

to .escape I would do so. My chance 
came on Sunday, September 7, and I ful- 
filled the promise made to myself. 

“I was whipped in an outrageous man- 
ner because I refused to work at a time 
which was my own, according to the rules 
of the camp. I was held down by two 
negroes while a white man whippéd 
me. 

“JT, Mke other convicts, have been 
forced to work on half rations. I have 
used the seme sheet on my bed for seven 
months, without a change. I have seen 
sick convicts taken from the hospital on 
one day, sent to work and are brought 
back to camp the next day dead. 

“We are supposed to have two hours 
at noon for rest, and only get one hour. 
If we lose an ytime by reason of rain, 
we are required to make it up by work- 
ing on the Saturday half holiday that is 
given in summer. We work from dark 
in the morning to dark at night, and 
oftentimes by electric lights. 

“On last Thanksgiving day a legisla- 
tive committee visited the camp, and 
some of the convicts made complaint 
about our treatment in some respects, 
and the complaining convicts, as a pun- 
ishment for complaining, were put on 
half rations and double shackled. The 
convicts are afraid to make complaint, 
for they know they will be severely pun- 
ished for so doing. 

“The Sunday I escaped the shackles 
had been taken off of me and the other 
white convicts, for it had been said that 
some officials contemplated making a 
visit to the camp, and the bosses did not 


hackles.”’ 

Bennett related a great deal more of 
the alleged cruel treatment at the camp, 
and the tears rolled down his cheeks as 
he. made his statement. He showed to 
several persons the scars on his leg which 
he said were caused by the whipping 
administered to him.

It has never been to our credit in 
these. southern communities that pub- 
lic sentiment for so long tolerated the 
exaggerated idea of honor that only 
blood and perhaps the taking of a life 
could satisfy insult and assault. The 
notion that a man must be a coward 
because he would not get a gun and 
go after the life of one wno had called 
him a vile name or threatened “to 
push in his face” has dominated our 
street chivalry. It has been deemed 
cowardly to turn provokers over to the 
police, and a man has often been 
branded as a poltroon if he asked that 
a threatener be put upon peace bonds. 
The usual demand of the bravado 
sentiment ‘has been for a shooting 
match, afuneraf and a murder trial. 

It is a sign of distinct progress 
when our criminal court fudges from 
Virginia to Texas, as by common pur- 
pose, carry on this fresh crusade 
against the pistol-toters. No matter 
who they may be—whether high in 
office,-rich in purse, eminent in social 
station, or poor and unimportant— 
every man caught armed with deadly 
concealed weapons should be given 
the limit of the law in such cases 
made and provided. The practice or 
pistol-toting is a curse to any com- 
munity and it is full time that it 
should be made odious and obsolete 
in our southern communities especial- 


ly.

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The Panama Canal Title. 

The return of Attorney General 
Knox from Paris, after a close investi- 
gation of the property rights and titles 
of the French Panama Canal Com- 
pany, has led to the sem!-official state- 
ment that the titles in Colombia which 
it holds are not flawless. There is 
reason to believe that the attorney 
general will report to the president 
that he cannot safely pay a dollar, 
much less $40,000,000, for the rights 
of that French crowd of canal graft- 
ers. , 

During the canal debates in the sen- 
ate this question came up and Sena- 
tor Morgan declared that he. had 
found out the utter worthlessness of 
the French company’s clafms and that 
he wouldn’t give 37 1-2 cents for them. |

It seems that the original .conces- 
sion granted by the Colombian gov- 
ernment to the French exploiters was 
due to expire in 1898.

That $40,000,- 
000 which was voted for the French- 
men will then have to be cut up be- 
tween the price of the debris of the 
canal property and theright of way 
‘and land concessions to be made by 
Colombia—and in that way the Colom- 
bians figure they should receive the 
lion’s share.

Kirby Ellison, 9 carpenter, who lives 
at No. 63 Humphries street, after making 
several attempts to take his own life 
with a pistol, and tn other ways, finally 
succeeded by taking an overdose of 
morphine about 8 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon. ° 

It was reported that he went home in 
gn intoxicated condition, and after ¢re- 
ating considerable disturbance in fhe 
house, secured possession of his pistol 
and attempted to blow his braine out 
with it. It was only after a desperate 
Struggle that his wife. succeeded in get- 
ting the gun away from him. 

After moping around the house ns * 
awhile, he secured some morphine and 
took a large dose of the drug, saying 
twat he would in that way end ail his 
troubles. His wife did not know that 
he had taken so much until he told her 
that he would be dead in a short time. 
She was very much frightened, but did 
not know thet her husband was in 4 
dangerous. condition until some one of 
the boarders in the house suggested th 
he was fast losing consciousness. 

An ambulance from the Grady hospital 
Was summoned immediately, and when 
the drugged man reached the hospital 
it was found that he was in a precarious 
condition. The. physictans did all that 
could be @one for the. man, but the 
deadly drug had gotten in its work and 
before anyti§ng could be done for him 
he died, 

He is. survived by his wife, two sisters 
and an aged and infirm mother. 

Neither his wife or sister could give 
any reason for his desire to tak} his own 
life.

TRAIN RUNS OVER DEAF MUTE. 


Killing of Joseph Roach Near Can- 
ton, on Saturday. 

Canton, Ga., September 22.~—(Spectal.)— 
Yesterday at the toroner’s inquest, held 
at Holly Springs over the remains of 
Joseph Roach, who was killed by a pas- 
senger engine on the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern railroad last Saturday even 
ing, the jury returned a verdict to the 
effect that the engineer was ifn nowise 
to blame for the accident, which result- 
ed in the almost instant killing of Mr. 
Roach. The facts are about as follows: 

Roach was returning to his home at 
Holly Springs, and walking upon the 
railroad track on an embankment fust 
beyond the first public road. crossing 
south of the Canton depot He was 
struck by the engine and knocked off the 
track, and when picked up it was found 
that a leg was. broken and his skull 
fractured, from the effects of which he 
lived only a few minutes. Engineer 
Stephens saw Roach a short distance 
ahead of him, fust as the engine turned a 
sharp curve, and blew his whistle, and, 
as Roach did not seem to hear the signal, 
he reversed his engine, but too late to 
avert the fatal accident. 

Roach was 4 years of age, and both 
deaf and dumb, which accounts for him 
not leaving the track when the engineer 
gave the signal. He was a student at 
the deaf and: dumb asylum at Cave 
Springs a few years ago, and about three 
years ago married a deaf and dumb 
classmate, a most excellent woman, who, 
with a baby boy, now survives him. Joe 
Roach was a son of Alfred Roach, of 
Holly Springs, and had lived in Cheroke 
all his life. ’

any familiar landmark that would point 
the way to the postoffice. 

As for the crowds that surged in and 
around these places of amusement, rang- 
ing from a stand where the snake-eater 
has taken up his temporary abode, to 
wonderful mysteries from the land of the 
Pharoahs, they were quite as diversified 
asthe forms of entertainment offered.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET.

[DEFICIT IN BANK RESERVES 
ONLY SENTIMENTAL MATTER 


Ne York. September 22.—Prominent 
bankérs in the Wall street district today 
reiterated the opinion that the. deficit of 
about a million and a half in the bank 
reserves was a purely sentitnental mat- 
ter, meaning nothing in the face of the 
immense actual reserves of the banks. 


orders. The buying orders, however, were 
concentrated, and itn many cases were for @ 
thousand shares and upward, indicating the 
large resources of the interests supporting the 
market. Considerable inroads were made upon 
prices nevertheless, Missouri Pacific being a 
conspicuous sufferer with a loss of 3%. Dur- 
ing the latter part of the day that stock scored 
a full recovery and St. Paul was at one time 
2 points over last week. Another flurry in 
the money market to 20 per cent sent prices 
off at the last and made the closing neavy. 
A feature of the trading was the bid@ng up 
of the old Burlington stock to 210, without 
cringing out any offerings, as practically a'l 
the stock has been retired in exchange for 
the joint bonds. The last sale was in April 
at 194%. The advance in the bid today seem- 
ed intended as an additional demonstration of 
the comparative cheapeness of St. Paul. Tha 
money market was decidedly feverish all day, 
as might have been expected. A small amount 
loaned at the opening at 7 per cent, but the

rate ran up quickly to 15 per cent, reacted ta 
10 per cent, and then rose again to the high- 
est at 20 per cent. The banks are under prac- 
tical necessity of contracting their loans in 
order to repair the deficit in their reserves, but 
the process of contraction seems to be done 
reluctantly. There was no apparent purpose 
to push the precess beyond the actual neces- 
sities of the situation created by the reserve 
deficit and preparations for additional future 
inroads upon cash reserves were not percept- 
ible. There was no symptom of distrust or 
lack of confidence In credits, ani the dispost- 
tion of lenders. including the banks. seems to 
be to keep at loan every available dollar they 
can muster, trusting to future contingencies 
to check or offset the actual drain upon their 
reserves. The Ssubtreasury statement today 
showed some alight relief from this drain in 
the shape of a contribution of several hundred 
thousand dollars hy that institution te the 
banks. On the other hand, $300,000 was 
transferred today through the subtreasury to 
New Orleans, and the sharp fall in sterling «x- 
change was met by a rise in the price of gold 
and in discount rates in London. From in- 
terior centers reports are of advancing money 
rates. Effective measures of relief of the 
local money situation remain, fn short, to be 
found.

The two unions 
in Porto Rico represent in the neighbor- 
hood of 300 ‘carpenters. 

The sessicns of the e_nvention \ester- 
day were busy, but it was s.iated that no 
iurther business of public importance was 
transacted. The report of the constitu- 
tion committee, which has occupicd tne 
attention of the delegates several days, 
was concluded yesterday.

One of the allegations is that while 
the ostensible purpose of the corporation 
was to invest the money of the certificate 
holders so as to produce for each holder 
at the maturity of the certificate the sum 
of $500, yet as a matter of fact the real 
purpose was to furnish a living for its 
various officers and agents out of the 
money of the certificate holders. It is 


claimed that the company - planned to 
handle within a few years sums aggre- 
gating over a million dollars, while it 
had a financial basis of $820. 

It is charged that within a period of 
two years and ten months John 8S. Owens 
took toll in the nature of commissions 
'and salary the sum of $7,533.13, while he 
had invested on April 30, 1894, the sum of 
$150. It is further charged that within 
the same period W. §g. Thomson with- 
drew the sum of $3,810.83 on a total cash 
outlay of $75. It is claimed that the two 
officers mentioned have received monthly 
salaries larger than the amount they in- 
vested in the concern. , 

The amendment avers that the corpora- 
tion has transacted no business ‘whatever 
except the Issuing of certificates, and 
that it had no~ assets or Habil- 
ities except those created by the 
pay:nent of monthly installments 
by the certificate holders. It is 
asserted that it did not attempt to in- 
vest or make money with the capital 
stock originally paid in by the stockhold- 
ers. It is further charged that, notwith- 
standing the fact that no ultimate profit 
could possibly be ascertained until the 
maturities of the various classes of cer- 
tificates, on February 1, 1895, in less than 
a year after the company had _  0»veen 
doing business, a dividend of 320 
per share was ordered and paid by 
the directors upon the capital stock. This 
dividend, it !s alleged, was a simple ap- 
propriation of money paid in by the cer- 
tificate holders, not one dollar of which 
had been earned by the corporation. It 
is alleged that the board of directors, at 
its meeting on February 22, 1895, made 
& payment of $15 per share to the holders 
of the capital stck. 

The amendment states that it is ap- 
parent to any man of sound business sense 
that the money paid in by the certificate 
holders cannot be legally and safely in- 
vested in such way as to legitimately 
produce the extravagant sum called for 
in the face of the certificate. Under

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Schedule Being Trranged. 

The new fast mail train between New 
York, Atlanta and New Orleans over the 
Pennsylvania, the Southern, the West 
Point route and the Louisville and Nash- 
ville will in all probability be inaugurat- 
ed on Sunday,~ October 19. 

For the present it will be only a mail 
train north of Atlanta, though it is pos- 
sible that the Southern will carry a car 
to handle high-class exprses. Later on 
it is the intention of the authorities of 
that road to add Pullman sleepers to the 
equipment of this train. 

Below Atlanta this train will carry 
passengers from the first day it is run. 
The West Point route will run an At- 
lanta and New Orleans sleeper in con- 
nection with the Loutsvile and Nash- 
ville, and will also carry coaches to 
Montgomery for the accommodation of 
local passengers. 

The date on which the train will be 
put into service has not yet been of- 
ficlally announced, as some few details 
of the schedule are yet to be worked out, 
but October 19 can be put down as prac- 
tically the correct date. 

All of the roads are now.at work get- 
ting their postal cars and other special 
equipment’ needed for the train in readi- 
ness. When this is done and the details 
of the schedule worked out an official 
announcement will be made, 

It is probable that the inauguration 
of this train will be accompanied by a 
number of changes in schedules, but no 
train will be taken off, so that this train 
will be a distinct addition to the train 
service of this section. 

After it Is put on Atlanta will have 
especially fine service to Montgomery 
and New Orleans. The West Point route 
will retain its three Montgomery trains 
operated at present. Atlanta will then 
have three daily trains to and from New 
Orleans and four to and from Mont- 
gomery. It is also thought that great 
improvements will be made in the schde- 
ules between Atlanta and Selma, 


A Mammoth Switch Engine. 

The Georgia railroad has just put into 
service in its Atlanta yards a switch 
engine which !s probably the largest lo- 
comotive ever used in the \switching 
service in this city. as 

This locomotive, No, 10, has just been 
received from the Baldwin company, 
having only been corfpleted in June of 
this year. It will be used in the yards 
at Inman Park chiefly. When the resi- 
dents of that section sought to enjoin 
the Georgia road from switching cars 
in its Inman Park yards, one of the 
counts of the petition was that the use 
of small locomotives: caused a great 
deal more nojse to be made than was 
necessary. 

The new locomotive was sent up to 
relieve this trouble. -Its heavy weight 
and small drivers give it a tremendous 
traction power and the drivers rarely 
slip on the rails, which was the main 
thing to which the Inman Park people 
objected. — 

The Georgia is doing an immense busi- 
ness in and out of Atlanta just now 
and the business is increasing every 
day. The yards aré Kept full despite 
the large number of freight trains op- 
erated and the yard officials are kept 
busy to avoid ‘a blockade. During Au- 
gust of 1902 the Georgia’s Atlanta bust- 
ness showed an increase of over 50 per 
cent over the business of 1901.

New York, September 22.—Cotton futures in 
the local market today were strong at an ad- 
vance of 4 to I! points for the first prices. 
The tuying early was general and represent- 
ed every branch of the trade. The prices re- 
sponded well to the efforts of bulls, and the 
market generally displayed a strong undertone. 
The factors which contributed. to the early 
strength were surprisingly. strong cables from 
Liverpool, reports that excessive rains In the 
western belt were damaging cotton, firmer spot 
cotton markets in the south, optimistic state- 
ments from cotton goods and cloth markets 
and a further demonstration to the extent of 
confidence in bull’circles. At the better prices 
generally there was considerable tncrease in 
offerings ani with a smaller demand values 
sought a lower level, but there was plenty of 
good buying and a strong feeling prevalled 
throughout. The bull interest was in evi- 
dence, offering good support on everv small re- 
cession. The south :nd foreign shorts were 
buyers, while commission houses for the out- 
siders were credited with taking fair lines 
of January and March cotton. Wall street 
was Aa seller, probably for profits, operating for 
the most part in the more distant jpuosl- 
tions :
